Wl-iEREAS, this action (the "Action'*) having been commenced by Par<HiTQunt against 
defendant Chris Moukarbel ("TSefendant'') in this Court; ! 

WHERE AS3 Deft^danl consents to the jurisdiction of this Court; 

WHEREAS, Plaintiff and Defendant have entered into a Settlement Agreement f^e 
Settlement AgTeemenf "), and have agretsd to entry of the permanem injunction herein as set forth 
below; 

KOW, therefore, upon the consent of the pairties heretOj it is hereby ORDERED, 
ADJUDGED AND DECRKKD that: 

1 . Defendant concedes that he created and disitribuied mLhout authorization a 

Mdfioii picture (the "Moukarbel Film'O that is a virtually identical copy of a substantial 

portion of the Copyrighted Screenplayj tliereby violating PlaintifPs exclusive rights of 
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reprodiJCtion and distribution prolected under the Cop^iighl Act of 157G {17 U.S,C. § 101 
etseq.) 

2. Defendnnl is pemiaDently enjoined and restrained from directly or 
indirectly infringing PlaintiflTs rights in the Copyi'ighted Scrt^enplay and my motion 
piclure, whether now in existenoe or Jater Dreated, that is owned or controlled by Plaintiff 
that is based on the Copyrighted Screenplay, ijooluding without limitation, reproducing or 
copying the Copyrighted Screenplay or the Moukarbel Fi]m, distribiJttng the Copyrighted 
Screenplay or the Moukarbel Fikn* or making the Copjdghted Screenplay or the 
Moukarbd Film available for distribution lo the public. 

3. Defejida^it is ordered to make all reasonable elTorts to remove from 
distribution any and all copies of Ihe Moukarbe] Film which he has distributed and/or 
caused to be distributed throughout the worlds, to destroy aU copies of the WTC Script in 
his possession, custody or control, and to destroy all copie^i of the MoukEurbd Film in Ms 
possession or which may come into his possession, esreept for one copy for his personal 
uss^ which he may not Teproduce, transmit, dishibute or publicly display, and copies in 
ttie possession of counsel. 

4. This action is hereby disniissed with prejudice, except the Di strict Court 
shall retain jurisdiction over this aetton for purposes of enforcement of this Order and 
Permanont Injunction issued herein.
